Tobacco Stemmers Objected to 


Working With Negroes. 


THERE WERE 800 OF THEM 


TROUBLE CAME FRIDAY AT LIG- 


GETT & MYERS FACTORY. 


Vumped From Windows in Leaving 


Their Work andrMade Such a Show 
of Energy They Won an 
Easy Victory. 


Nearly 800 girls and 100 boys employed 
in the stemming department of the Liggett 
& Myers Tobacco Factory went on strike 
Friday morning because a few negro girls 


and boys had been engaged as stemmers. 


It was not exactly a walk-out; it was a 
jump-out, for about 200 of the girls jumpea 
from the windows of the factory in their 


haste to get outside and show their deter- 
mination not to remain at work. 


The girls won, hands down, and the strike 
Was settied within an-hour and a half by 
the discharge of the negro hands, but, dur- 


ing the brief uprising, there was a lively 
scene in the stemming rooms and on the 
street just outside, Seven 
on hand.

There are two large rooms, each 250 feet 
long, in which the stemmers work, one on 
the second and one on the third floor. It 
was in the second-floor room that the ne- 
gro hands were pat to work.

“Tell the girls we much prefer white 
stemmers,” said Director ‘Dula. ‘‘but wea 
have found it impossible to get enough. We 
want to do all the stemming here, or as 
much of it as possible, instead of doing it 
at our branches in Louisville and other 
cities.”’ 

This explanation did not satisfy. The 
stemmmers returned to work after noon, but 
they kept on agitating. The agitation be- 
came so widespread by the quitting hour 
that the factory management asked the 
Beventh Police District to send some po- 
Eeomen to the factory early Friday morn- 


ng. 

Birccant Daniel Driscoll detailed Officers 
P. M. Casey, Martin Carey, George Bur- 
ton, James McCune, Frank Brenna and 
Edmund Drain for this duty and instructed 
Patrolman Thomas Quinn of that beat also 
to be on hand. 

When the policemen arrived shortly be- 
fore 7 o’clock Friday morning. they found 
the stemmers entering the factory as usu- 
al, but the white girls darted black looks 
at the colored ones. At 7 o'clock, the hour 
for beginning work, there was an uproar. 
Not only the stemmers on the second fluor, 
but thoge on the third floor, refused to go 
to work. 

“We won't work with negroes,’’ was the 
general cry.

IN OPEN WELL 


Capt. Betz Peared His Mind 
Was Becoming Weak. ~ 


BROODED ON HIS AFFLICTION 


WROTE FAREWELL LETTERS 
WHILE SON PLAYED MUSIC. 


Former Captain of Belleville Police 
Believed He Was Doomed to In- 
sanity, a Fear That Increased 
When His Wife Was 
Taken to Asylum. 


Fear of insanity caused John Betz, owner 
of a laundry and music store, and former 
captain of police of Belleville, to commit 
suicide by drowning himself in a well 
in the rear of his laundry, early Friday 
morning. 

Capt. Betz, judging from letters he left 
for his two sons and several business men 
of Belleville, had contemplated ending his 
life for some time. He made careful 
preparations for his last act, putting all 
his business affairs in first-class order and 
then making out bills of sale for his prop- 
erty to his sons, Charles and Martin Betz. 
One of the clerks in Capt. Betz’s music 
store was the last to see him alive. At that 
time, about 10 o’clock Thursday night, he 
was busily engaged writing letters of fare- 
well to his sons and explaining to them the 
cause for his suicide. While the father sat 
at his desk writting his death message, 
Charles Latz was playing his trombone in 
an orchestra at a hall not far away. 

Capt. Betz’s wife is now an inmate of the 
Illinois insane asylum, and a dread of be- 
coming similarly attacked caused the cap- 
tain to brood much. He explained his fear 
in his letter to his son Charles that he be- 
lieved his ill-health was leading up to in- 
sanity. 

liooms over the music store were occu- 
pled by Capt. Betz as living apartments. 
Hie arose about 6:30 o'clock ging! morn- 
ing and going to the rear of the laundry, 
removed a pile of lumber from over the 
old well, took off his overcoat, laid it on 
the lumber and then jumped into the well, 
which was 30 feet deep and contained 
about 18 feet of water. 

Upon arrivin at the laundry Friday 
morning at 6:30 o'clock Albert Geber, an 
employe, found the coat, Lookin into 
the weil he discovered a hat floating on 
the water. He recognized it as that of his 
employer. Geber summoned Charles Betz, 
who called Fire Chief Nebgen. 

With ropes and hooks the body was 
brought to the surface and a fireman, who 
had gone down into the well on a fire de- 
partment ladder, carried the corpse to the 
ground above. 

Coroner McCracken of East St. - Louls 
held an inquest Friday morning and the 
jury returned a verdict of suicide. Capt. 
Betz was 64 years old.

Expected at Any. Hour, 


HAWES HAS TENDERED HIS 


JUST A FORMAL MATTER THAT 
CARRIES NO PREJUDICE. 


The Governor’s Friends Think They 
See Stephens’ Hand in an Effort to 
Have Appointments Made 
at Once. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 15.—Gov. 
Dockery stated to the Post-Dispatch today 
that President Harry Hawes of the St. 
Louls police board had tendered him his 
resignation two weeks ago, to take effect 
at the governor’s pleasure. This action, 
the governor explained, was purely formal: 
and in no wise affects the status of Mr. 


Hawes’ chanee for reappointment. 

The governor is now waiting on Police 
Commissioner Forster, whose resignation 
is looked for at any moment. 

In connection with Steuver’s resignation 
the governor said he was aware of Mr. 
Steuver’s intentions some time ago and 
knew he hed no desire whatever to remain 
a member of the police board. 

In connection with this announcement 
comes the statement that ex-Gov. Stephens 
had requested the commissioner to take 
this action in order to have Dockery make 
the St. Louis appointments immediately. 

According to report, Stephens wants 
Dockery ‘to show his hand. 

Stephens wouldn't mind, his friends say, 
an early contest between the administra- 
tion and the disgruntled office’ seekers. 

Since his retirement Stephens has called 
on Dockery but once, and the chief execu- 
tive has not yet deigned to visit Ivy Ter- 
rerhen, too, it is claimed that Attorney- 
General Crow is said to have felt slighted 
in not being consulted 7 the governor in 
the formation of a franchise tax bill. As 
the highest legal officer of the state, the 
Stephens element claim Mr. Crow would 
have been the proper person to advise Gov. 
Dockery regarding franchise legislation. 

It is significant, so Dockery's friends say, 
that simultaneous with the attorney-gen- 
eral's arrival in St. Louis Steuver’s resig- 
nation was reported. 

No one here doubts that President Hawes 
will be reappointed to his present position. 
Senator Drabelle thinks Andy Blong will 
also score among the winning horses. dt 
would not surprise them, they say, if these 
appointments were made before Monday. 

xcise Commissioner Seibert is scheduled 
to reach here tomorrow, and he always 
brings a budget of news from St. Louis for 
the governor. By this time it is thought 
Mr. Seibert has sized up the St. Louis po- 
litical situation, and is prepared to tell the 
governor that the time for action is at hand. 


KEEPS TIME ON HIS BOYS. 


Postmaster Baumhoff Invents Device 
for Lessening His Troubles. 
Postmaster Baumhoff has invented a de-

BOY KEEPER 
KILLED BY TIGER 


— 


Terrible Battle With a Bengal! 
Beast at Indianapolis. 


ENTERED CAGE BY MISTAKE 


SEVEN BULLETS IN ANIMAL’S 
EODY FAILED TO KILL IT. 


Twvu Daring Attendants Finally, With 
Red-Hot Iron Bars, Forced the 
Tiger to Let Go of His 
Prey. }

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. Feb. 15.—Albert 
Neilson, an attendant @ Bostock’s Zoo, 
was set upon by the ferogleus Bengal tiger, 
‘“‘Rajah,’’ this morning amd torn in such a 
terrible manner that he died. Neilson was 
about 16 years old. 

The boy evidently entered the tiger's 
cage by mistake, as there were strict or- 
ders against this. The tiger seized him by 
the head, shaking him as a cat would a 
rat, lt was not until the whole force of 200 
employes had worked several minutes with 
red-hot bars and a revolver that the beast 
relinquished its hold and Neilson was res- 
cued alive. 

Although no onevhad ever before entered 
the cage except Frank GC. Bostock, the zvo 
employes rallied and two of them, W. F. 
Flanner and Sam Stevenson, the butcher, 
rushed into the presence of the _ vicious 
beast and almost in the face of death 
fought the animal until the boy was 
dragged out. 

Neilson was breathing. when taken from 
the cage, but it was seen that death would 
surely result. Neilson died as he was being 
taken from an ambulance into the City 
Hospital. 

At the hour the attack occurred nearly 
all the employes of the zoo were at work 
preparing for the entertainment which 
opened at 11 o'clock. Part of Neilson's du- 
ties were to look after a cage of baby lions 
next to the cage in which the tiger is con- 
fined. He cleaned the cage, played with 
the little animals for a time and _ then 
assed out the small trapdoor in the rear of 
the cage and went into the passageway to 
the rear. 

The cage is in the southeast segment of 
the building, and it happened that there 
were no other employes near at the time 
ison entered Rajah’s tage.

The attention of the employes scattered 
about the building was -attracted by a 
heart-piercing seream of distress. The 
screams continued and the men ran at once 
to the cage. 

Neilson was being tossed, 
clawed and before assistance of any kind 
could be rendered the savage beast had 
seized the unfortunate boy by the head and 
The tiger's great 
jaws completely enveloped the top of the 
boy’s head and after the first attack it re- 
leased its hold and sank its teeth near the 
base of the brain. 

The most intense excitement prevailed, 
but the employes did not lose their nerve 
and did their work as quickly as possible. 
Red-hot irons, which are kept in a stove 
at all times, were thrust through the bars 
of the cage at the tiger, but he was in- 
tent upon his victim. Maddened by the 
taste of blood he showed all the ferocious- 
ness in his nature. The men in the cage 
acted with the greatest daring and the em- 
ployes on the outside prodded and jabbed 
the beast with their hot irons. 

Charles Vaugn, one of the men, ran for 
a revolver when the danger to Neilson was 
first noticed and handed it to John Francis, 
the animal boss in zoo. Seven bullets were 
fired into the animal, and, although they all 
took effect, they did not force him to quit 
his hold upon the boy. 

One bullet tore away a piece of the ani- 
mal’s lip, but Rajah did not relinquish his 
hold. 

lt was not until one of the two men on 
the inside of the cage jammed a red-hot bar 
into the animal's mouth that he let go. 
Even then the danger was not past.

Plans for a municipal filtration plan, to 
supply the World's Fair grounds only, are 
beipgz considered by the waterworks com- 
mittee of the board of public improvements, 
and will soon be presented in the form of 
an ordinance to the Municipal Assembly. 

The estimated cost of the plant, as pro- 
vided for in the draft of the ordinance 
now in the committee's hands is $500,000. 
This estimate may be altered before the 
ordinance, which the committee is consid- 
ering in a series of executive sessions, is 
offered to the Munipa! Assembly. 

The preparation of the ordinance indi- 
cates that Water Commissioner Flad and 
the board of public improvements have 
akandoned the hope of securing a filtration 
plant to supply the entire city with pure 
water ir time for the World's Fair. The 
successive ordinances for filtration have 
been killed in the assembly, and a bill 
apropriating $75,000 for experimental work 
in this direction is now slumbering in_the 
legislative committee of the House of Del- 
egates. The members of the board accord- 
ingly determined that further efforts to se- 
cure filtration for the entire city in time 
for the fair would be useless, and decided 
to make an effort to insure a supply of pure 
water for the World's Fair grounds. 

The proposed World's Fair filtration plant 
is to be located at the Chain of Rocks, 
where it can be used after the Fair as 4 
part of the larger permanent filtration 
plant for the entire city. If the Fair is lo- 
cated in the “high service’ district, which 
includes the northern, western and south- 
western portions of the city, the Baden 
reservoirs will be made the source of Sup- 
ply; if elsewhete, a covered reservoir in a 
new location may be necessary. _ These 
points are outlined in the committee's draft 
of the bill. which will not be made public

DOCTORS AS ADVERTISERS. 


Amendment to the Medical Bill 
Adopted by the House. 
Bpecial to the Post-Mispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 15.—The 
Hall medical bill, which many of the legis- 
lators claim is designed to favor a particu- 
lar school of medicine, was before the 
House for consideration today. In strong 
Opposition to the measure are the Christian 
Scientists of the state, the osteopaths and 
special medical schools whose rights it is 
proposed to restrict. Representative Hil- 
dreth of Adair offered an amendment strik- 
ing out that part of the bill prohibiting os- 
teopaths from practising without the sanc- 
tion of the proposed medical board. 

The most important amendment submit- 
ted was to that feature of the bill prohibit- 
ing physicians from advertising in newspa- 
pers. It was prepared by Conkling of Car- 
roll, who declared that every man should 
be free to do as he chose, and that the 
ethics of the medical profession had noth- 
ing to do with that right. 

Murphy (Republican) of St. Louis Iinsist- 
ed there were already too many medical ad- 
vertisements in the newspapers and that it 
was a shame and disgrace to permit doc- 
tors to continue exercising these so-called 
constitutional rights. In view of these al- 
leged facts Murphy hoped Conkling’s 
amendment would be defeated. 

Hie was supported by Tedd 
Jones of Schuyler and others. 

jt was significant that those who so 
strongly advocated the passage of this 
measure are allopathic physicians, in whose 
special interest in this bill was drawn.

SEARCH DISCLOSED $456.50 


HE HAD DECLINED HUMAN SYM- 
PATHY, EVEN FROM FRIENDS. 


When Found He Had Been Dead Sev- 
eral Days and His Body Was 
Clothed in a Mass of 
Filthy Rags. 


With $456.50 in the house and on his per- 
gon and a clear title to 80 acres of land, 
Jaceb Kuntz, the solitary recluse, who for 
more thon four years had lived entirely 
apart from his fellow man, was found dead 
before the hearth of a kitchen stove in 
his miserable residence, near Harker’s Cor- 
mers, having literaily starved himself to 


» death. 


The case is a peculiar one. Kuntz, who 
is a German by birth, and has lived in this 
country for more than 35 years, and most 
of*the time near where he was found dead, 
has always been noted for his queer ac- 
tions, being peculiarly averse to the com- 

any of his fellow men. He by hard work 
lad acquired 80) acres of land near Harker's 
Corners and some money besides. But he 
would have little to do with his neighbors. 
He was a hard-natured, silent man, keeping 
rely to himself, and as a result had no 


His own relatives were no exception, and 
although he has two brothers and three 
sisters living, was rarely visited by any 
of them, simply because he seemed not to 
desire it and expressed himself to that ef- 
fect in no uncertain terms. About four 
years ago this peculiarity became so pro- 
nounced that he gave up farming and re- 
tired within his house and rarely ventured 
forth from its portals. He would neither 
farm the land himself nor rent it to oth- 
ers. He forbade people coming on his prem- 
ises and conducted himself altogether like 
a hermit of the middie ages. His clothes 
were of the most-miserable description and 
Served merely to cover his emaciated body. 
So he lived, never being seen for days at 
a time, as he warned all persons not to 
venture on his premises, it may well be im- 

ned that he had few visitors. In the 

Summer he dragged out a miserable exist- 
ence until he was found dead by his broth- 
er, George, and the two sons of the lat- 
ter about noon Saturday. 

Coroner Harper was notified and went to 
the scene to investigate the case. He de- 
cided to hold an inquest and a jury was 
impaneled. The evidence developed the 
fact that Kuntz was last seen alive by 
one of his neighbors Jan. 18, and must, 
therefore, have been dead when discovered, 
Beven or eight days. The body was lying 
on the floor in front of the kitchen stove, 
having evidently fallen from a chair. There 
Was a slight contusion on the head over 
the left eye, but not severe enough to have 
caused death. The verdict returned by the 
jury was that death was caused by fatty 
Jegeneration of the heart and by lack of 
food and proper care. 

The body was literally a mass of rags 
and on his person was discovered a revol- 
ver, also wrapped in rags. His surround- 
ings gave evidence of the most aggravated 
form of poverty, for which there was not 
the slightest excuse, as there was plenty 
of money in the house. 

The discovery of his dead body, as be- 
fore stated, was made by his brother, 
George, and his two sons. Not having ob- 
served smoke coming from the chimney for 
several days they concluded to investi- 
gate, with the result that the dead body 
was found lying on the floor. It also de- 
veloped that he was living at the time of 
his death on a bare handful of the poor- 
est cornbread or some similar substance, 
and that he evidently had not eaten enough 
to sustain life.

The meeting lasted 
two hours and a half and was a most 
affectionate one.

“The Rev. John Keller passed a coin- 
fortable night. He is much depressed by 
the diagnosis made known to him by his 
attendants regarding the ultimate recov- 
ery of his vision.

The diagnosis referred to showed that the 
left eye was affected and that should Mr.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Feb. 15.—In ex- 
plaining his bill introduced in the Senate to 
repeal the new capitol building act-passed 
in 1899, President Wilson of the Senate says 
that if carried out the provisions of. the

“The designs adopted are too exte sive 
and far beyond the requirements ot the 
state for 500 years to come and the allow- 
ances that they have made for the work 
already done are unreasonable and extrav- 
agant.

QUESTION OF HANDWRITING 


The Precedent May Go Far Towards 
Saving Molineaux From 
Execution, 


NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—Judge Fursman, 
before whom the trial of Dr. Kennedy for 
the murder of Dollie Reynolds ts proceed- 
ing, has barred out the testimony of hand- 
writing experts. 

In brief, Justice Fursman’s decision is 
that merely expert handwriting testimony 
is worthless and that a witness must have 
had previous acquaintance with the hand- 
writing in question. 

The effect of the decision in the Kennedy 
trial is to ramove the motive which, in tho 
theory of the prosecution, Dr. Kennedy 
had for the killing of Dolly Reynolds, It 
excludes what is known as the “Dolly 


Reynolds check’’ for $13,000 and the “ER. 
Maxwell and Wife” found in the woman's 
room after the murder. 
“The question raised by the defense,’ 
Justice Fursman said, in substance, ‘“‘is of 
great importance. Should an expert be per- 
mitted to testify from merely a juxtaposi- 
tion of handwritings as to the writer of dis- 
puted or admitted handwriting, without a 
previous knowledge of a person’s genuine 
writing? It is time that the Court of Ap- 
peals settled this matter. I have studied 
the subject carefully, and I have an opin- 
ion, baseq on the statutes and such opin- 
ions as I have been able to find. 
“The many decisions which I have ex- 
agnined bearing on the question hold in 
common that when testimony concerning 
disputed handwriting can be legally ad- 
mitted it must be in cases where the writ- 
ing, signature or document in dispute must 
be the vital issue in the case. The weight 
of precedent is against admitting a com- 
parison of disputed writing with genuine 
or admitted i Shwe | in any case where doc- 
uments are offered tm‘evidence collateral- 
rf In the language of a learned judge: 
‘The law has treated with too great cour- 
rr those pretending to expert knowledge 
of handwriting.’ 

“Now, in the meaning of the statute is

case which might be called a vital issue? 
I say emphatically, no. The writings of- 
fered by the prosecution are a $13,000 check 
and the words on a medical pad. They are 
not the prime subject in.this controversy. 
poor are not disputed writings within the 
legal definition of the statute.

THE PRESIDENT IS CHARY OF 
THE CUBAN SITUATION. 


EXTRA SESSION TO BE CALLED 


The National Legislature Will Be 
Made to Share the Blame for Any 
Mistakes Made. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.~—The President 
has definitely announced to several senators 
within the last twenty-four hours that he 
wil] convene Congress in extra session, even 
if the Cuban constitution is satisfactory. He 
is determined that Congress shall share 
with him the responsibility of establishing 
the new Cuban government. 

The chief propositions on which the Pres- 
ident desires Congress to act with him are: 
To recognize the independence of Cuba, 

To authorize withdrawal of the United 
States military forces from Cuba. 

To indicate by suitable resolution that 
the instructions of Congress to the Presi- 
dent for the establishment of a stable gov- 
ernment in Cuba have been obeyed. 

News has reached the President that a 
delegation from the Cuban constitutional 
convention will soon arrive to consult re- 
garding the relations between this country 
and the new republic. 

While the President would prefer that the 
question of relations be made a part of the 
fundamental law of the island, a separate 
resolution covering the ground would be 
accepted. 


CUBANS WILL ACCEPT TERMS. 


They Submit to Monroe Doctrine, but 
Insist on Outside Arbitration. 
Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
(Copyright, 1901.) 

HAVANA, Feb. 15.—The Post-Dispatch 
has interviewed the delegates to the Cuban 
constitutional convention regarding the re- 
lations of the new republic with the United 


States. 

A majority of the delegates accept the 
plea of the supremacy. of the Monroe doc- 
trine over this continent and are willing that 
the foreign relations of the Cuban republic 
be in accordance with the wishes of the 
Washington government for 10 years, save 
in questions between Cuba and the United 
States. There Cuban would reserve the 
right to seek outside counsel and resort 
(o arbitration in the event of serious differ- 
ences. 

Cubans wish commercial reciprocity and 
an offensive and defensive alliance with the 
United States, but are unwilling to cede or 
indefinitely lease military, naval or even 
coaling stations, regarding them as men- 
aces to insular sovereignty. 

Governor-General Wood's financial secre- 
tary has reported against any Havana mu- 
nicipal loan being raised through the Span- 
ish Bank.

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STRONG POINTS 
FOR HAMILTON 


Unknown Man May Have 
Stabbed Day to Death. 


NEW TESTIMONY FOR DEFENSE 


DECLARES DAY WAS DYING 
WHEN HE CLASHED WITH 
HAMILTON, 


Decided Turn in the Trial, Creating the 
Impression in Court That the Jury 
Will Acquit the Young 
Prisoner. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb. 15.—No one 
now looks for the conviction of Frank 
Hamilton for the murder of Leonard Day, 
so rapid have been the strides made by the 
defense. It seems certain that if they have 
not demonstrated his innocence, they have 
surely raised the doubt in the jury’s minds 
that will acquit him. 

Within the past 48 hours two strong wit- 
nesses for Hamilton have given testimony. 
Dr. Murray and A. M. Barbe of St. Louis. 

Dr. Murray witnessed the killing of Day 
His testimony went to establish the theory 
that Day had received his mortal wound, 
and from some other hand, before Hamilton 
became engaged in the melee. The doctor 
declared in language unmistakable that Day 
had been killed at least a minute and a 


half before he fought with Hamilton—that 
the man Hamilton is accused of having mur- 
dered was already dead when Hamilton 
struck him, if strike him he did. He had 
found unmistakable evidence, he said, that 
the wound that caused the death. of the 
Atay | millionaire had been inflicted some 
time before he fell to the floor, and that as 
he had fallen almost immediately after mix- 
ing with Hamilton, and two or three min- 
utes aiter he had participated in a general 

ght, in which Hamilton had no part, it 
was pian that Hamilton could not have 
Struck the blow with the knife. 

Taken in connection with the fact that the 
clothing of Hamilton was not cut and cov- 
ered with blood, while the clothing of an- 
other man who was in the melee before 
Hamilton took part showed blood stains 
and cuts made by a knife, the same as 
Day's, this evidence of Dr. Murray created 
a feeling that the bottom has not yet been 
reached in this famous murder case 

A. M. Barbe, the traveling man whom the 
state had failed to produce on the witness 
stand, told his story in a quiet, dispassion- 
ate way. He described the affray in the 
billiard room much as the other witnesses 
had described it, up to the point where the 
fatal scuffle took place. 

He declared that Hamilton: was not in 
the scuffle, but was coming toward the 
crowd from the corridor, whither he h 
been led by Canfield. While he was ap- 
proaching Day staggered out of the crowd 
mortally wounded. There was a genera 
scrimmage, a free-for-all, he said, in which 
six or more persons were engaged. With 
this important exception Barbe’s testimony 
did not differ from those of the state’s 
witnesses. He could not be shaken by the 
cross-examination. 

May Mackintosh testified to having seen 
Day carry a large knife similar to the one 
in evidence. Guy S. Canfield, the reporter 
who was in the Hamilton party, then told 
his story of the occurrences on the night 
of the tragedy. He testified that to ,his 
knowledge Hamilton had never owned. such 
a knife as the oné in evidence. His descrip- 
tion of the affray:‘and what led to it did not 
differ yoy in minor details from the 
stories of the other eye witnesses. 


ANOTHER OATMEAL COMBINE. 


0. C. Barber of the Match Trust Trying 
to Include the Outside Mills. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—The report that 
O. C. Barber of the Diamond Match Co. 
is now endeavoring to organize a con- 
solidation of the various cereal concerns 
outside of the American Cereal Co., is 
generally credited here. Mr. Barber is in 
the West and no information could be ob- 
tained at his office ,in reference to the re- 
port. Representatives ofseveral of the inde- 
endent mills also stated that they had no 
nowledge on the subject. There are in- 
dications, however, that the deal is under 
way. The idea of a consolidation ts not 
new. In 1899 an aitempt was made to or- 
ganize the American company and its com- 
petitors into a $35,000,000 trust, but the deal 
fell through. Last year a plan was un- 
dertaken for the sale of the American Ce- 
real Co. to an English ssnidicate, but that 

also failed.

THE DEAL WITH MORGAN SAID TO 
BE FINISHED. 


Now the Wealthy Ex-Manufacturer 
Can Busy Himself Donating Or- 
gans and Libraries for the 
Rest of His Life. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—Andrew Carnegie 
is at liberty to build libraries, endow insti- 
tutions of learning and give away organs, 
The cash payment for his stock in the Car- 
negie Steel Co., it is said in Wall street, 
has been made by J. P. Morgan. The sum is 
generally believed to be $25,000,000. Another 


report says the payment will be made to-j| 


day. 

That Mr. Carnegie will have plenty of 
work to do in his self-imposed task of 
spending $15,000,000 a year is shown hy a 
heavy increase in his mail. 

If this increase continues it will be neces- 
sary for the postal authorities to have a 
special] mail bag for his residence. 

Between 600 and 1000 letters are sent to 
the house daily. 

Morgan has been a heavy buyer of sterl- 
ing exchange with a view to financing the 
deal without disturbance in the market. 

Money is very easy in ‘“‘the Street,’’ the 
prevailing rates for call loans being only 2 
per cent. 

From a reliable source it is learned that 
the minority stockholders in the Carnegie 
company will not fight the transfer to the 
Morgan syndicate and the big steel trust 
has been practically settled. . 

The status of the other steel companies is 
now occupying the attention of Morgan, 
whose principal interest in the combination 
is to see that the Federal Steel, the Na- 
tional’ Tube, the American Bridge Co. and 
the American Steel and Wire Co. are taken 
care of. 

Morgan, it is understood, has purchased 
the holdings of John W. Gates and his 
friends in the Federal Steel Co. and also 
in the American Steel and Wire Co., and 
is in a position to dictate his own terms to 
the minority stockholders in several of 
the companies. 

The following list includes all the com- 
panies approached in connection with the 
pending deal: The Carnegie, Federal and 

ational Steel companies, the American. 
Tinplate, Steel Hoop and Sheet Steel com- 
panies. the American Bridge Co., National 
Tube Co., American Steel and Wire Co. and 
the Rockefeller ore and transportation in- 
terests. 

Not all these companies may be inside, 
however, when the deal is consummated. 


TESLA'S GREAT SCHEMES 


The Inventor’s Plan for Telegraphing 
Across the Ocean Without the Use 
of Wires Outlined. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—Just where the 
first wireless telegraph office will be opened 
in New York, Nikola Tesla, the inventor, 
does not care to tell at present. As for 
the financial end of the enterprise, that 
has been privately arranged and the in- 
ventor was very enthusiastic in his veiled 
references to the financial assistance he 
has received. Mr. Tesla was asked wheth- 
er the new system was to be exploited 
commercially by a company, by himself 


alone, or by himself and a few friends, 
He said in reply that this will be wholl 
left to the judgment of those who furnish 
the capital. He does not believe in the 
inventor being his own business manager. 

Some of the machinery is now being con- 
structed and for the rest of it contracts 
will soon be awarded, 

The chief essentials of Tesla’s system are 
a transmitter and a _ receiver, with the 
earth, other then wires as the connecting 
medium. Both transmitter and receiver are 
rather simple machines, or, at any rate, 
look so on his patents. The transmitter, 
which is set up at one point,.receives the 
electrical energy from the source of power, 
intensifies it, sends it through a wire into 
the jearth, through which it passes away 
in all directions. At a distant point from 
the transmitter, say in London, for in- 
stance, a receiver is set up. This is ad- 
justed so that ifs vibrations are in unison 
with the vibrations of the transmitter. Be- 
ing “in tune,"’ as Tesla calls it, the re- 
ceiver catches up fronf the earth the cur- 
rents from the particular transmitter on 
the opposite side of the Atlantic, magni- 
fving them many thousand times, 

The cost of telegraphing by the wireless 
system will, Tesla says, be much less than 
by the cable system and messages may be 
sent much more quickly. Through the use 
of certain artifices it will be made impos- 
sible for a reeeiver in Caleutta, for in- 
stance, to take up the currents carrying a 
message from New York to London; and in 
time of war one belligerent will not be 
able to interfere with or take advantage 
of the messages of the other belligerent.

“Commission and other organizations pass similar resolutions, 

But while resolutions are good, they do not pass laws. Let 
these organizations appoint a joint committee composed of 
‘representatives from each to go to Jefferson City and tell the 
Legislature that St. Louis wants and needs a smoke abate- 
ment law and why such a law is needed. Let them thoroughly 
explain the smoke conditions prevailing in St. Louis and the 
impossibility of abating the nuisance without an effective law. 

There is no municipal betterment more important in prepa- 
ration for the World’s Fair than the abatement of the smoke 
nuisance. If visitors to St. Louis are not to be sent away in 
a state of irritation and disgust the atmosphere must be 
cleared. The smoke abatement law is necessary. 

But as the Post-Dispatch remarked of the constitutional 
convention, it is useless to propose measures unless vigorous 
steps are taken to give them practical effect. The people of 
St. Louis must let the Legislature know their needs in such a 
' convincing way that the Legislature will provide for them. 

St. Louis must get to work and secure practical results. We 
need a constitutional convention. To cal] one, a joint resolu- 
tion must be passed through the Legislature. We need char- 
ter amendments. They must be provided for by the Munict- 
pal’Assembly. We need a smoke abatement law. It must 
pass the state Legislature. 

The only way to get these measures is to go after them with 
energy and determination. Wake up and go to work!

tice to outlaw them for racing on track 
not in the Western Jockey Club. Suppose 
an owner brought a stable of horses to St. 
Louls to race at the Fair Ground’s meet- 
ing. His horses would be given a chance 
to earn their oats for 60 days. Then the 
Fair Grounds closes down during the hot 
months. If the horseman wishes to race 
his horses according to Western Jockey 
Club rules he will then have to pay travel- 
ing expenses to Chicago or remain ide in 
St. Louis. If he attempted to pick up a 
purse or two at the Delmar Park meeting 
while the Fair Grounds was closed he and 
all of his horses would be outlawed by the 
new jockey club.
